It ta well known that there are in thie city 
men who make hunting a business, who are ab- 
solutely reckless and unscrupulous as to the 
rights of the farmer, upon whose grounds they 
hunt; or if not reckless, whoseem to think that 
when the restriction which the law imposes for 
the protection of game expires, they have full 
liberty to roam unmolested where they please, 
without any consideration of the rights of others. 
No privilege is asked, but men and dogs tramp 
through grain and uncut grass, shoot carelessly, 
break down fences, leave down bars, and gates 
open, and even have the impadence to demand 
water, and other conveniences, without even a 
“thank-ee.” I will exonerste from some 
of these charges some who shoot for pleasure, 
nor shall I fail to recognize many honorable ex- 
ceptions among those who shoot for profit. I 
do not mean the coat for any one whocannot get 
it on. This season the birds are very scarce; 
they frequent the comand the uncut buckwheat. 
These localities are pretty well tramped by 
hunters, and no nook or corner is left nntouched 
which effords the slightest hopes of a bird at 
cover. Three or four men, and the like number 
of dogs, in a gang, make considerable of aswatb, 
and the volley of shot guns, tosay nothing of 
careless shooting, as it alarms the quietness of 
the farmer’s rural retreat, frightens his hens, 
sets his dogs to barking, scares his children, 
disturbs the equanimity of the women, and puts 
himself into wrath generally, are matters not 
to be slightly passed over. The fact is, the 
farmers are becoming very much e 
and jealfus of their rights, and the innocent as 
well as guilty sportemen are getting all to be 
placed in the same category. 

Farmers do not possess game dogs, not one 
in ten, and but very few have guns; during the 
sporting season, therefore, they are quite liable 
to have all the grouse shot off their grounds, 
and when the season comes in which they and 
their boys might trap a few birds, there are 
none to trap. 

As sportsman, by the right of inheritance, 
and who only occasionally escape from the toils of 
business for a day’s shooting for its pleasure, I have 
become possessed of facts which have prompted 
this article. My experience is but that of hun- 
dreds of others in the city. On one occasion a 
farmer came out with a rifle, with the evident in- 
tention of shooting my companion’s dog. In this 
case we were in an open plat of prairie ground, 


shooting for profit, a “soft answer” and a present- 
ation of game, left us unmolested. On another 


| occasion I was pursued nearly a mile by a farmer 


with a cleaver in his band, ready to chop me up 
into mince or sausage meat as might best suit his 
cannibalistic taste. Two of us were hunting in 
company, and the farmer, as he approached with 
awful front and belligerent aspect, seemed some- 
what distoncerted that we did not turn tall and 
run. Perhapshe was considering the effect of 
six ounces of sbet from two double-barreled guns. 
At all events, he concladed to use his tongue in- 
stead of the cleaver, which certainly was a very 
wise conclusion on his part, and perhaps the safest 
for us. This man had evidently been sorely av. 
noyed before by reckless hunters. We disclaimed 
all intention of doing any damage, and a presenta- 
tion of game as in the other case left us possess- 
ors of the field.
